- were there for knowledge if we met 


not with the mazes and intricacies of 
life? And what more wiſe than a pre- 
ſent ingenuity in avoiding dangers, or 
a vaſt condutt in preventing them, 
or aſly dexterity in weakning them. If 
there wereno ſtorms at Sea, what uſe 
were P3lots of, but talkative burdens: 


{Þur upon the fuſt outrage of a Storm, 


they 
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they are the only things, that are 
called upon, and worſhipped. 

For Courage it is only ſeen in PANE. I 
and without them Hares and Lyons 
are of equall fortitude, great Souls 
that dare affront dangers are therein | 
tried, and move at that time in their - 
naturall motion, and to its own pro= 
per bounds, every thing hath an ap- 
petency, and therefore muſt neceſla- 
rily delight in it. And can there be a - 
greater pleaſure to a man than for ſo 
{mall a triflle, as his own heart ſhould 
inable him to conquer a Monſter or a 
multitude. 

Brave minds are like Go/d purified 
by the fire of dangers, and exalted up 
ro their due perfection. Andif na- _ 
ture doſo chearfully, even in her ve- '* 
getative things imbrace every advan- 
tage, may we not think that rationall 
Souls have theſe deſires ſo much the + 
more ſtrong, by how much their na- 
tures are the more noble. 
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For the paſſive part of Fortitude, it 
F: "Is 7 far from being a Traytor to the 
'Þ EEapoinc of man that it incbriates the 
mind in all calamities and makes them 
luſhious nay reſtorative unto her. Now 
this without danger could not be ; for 
jealoulic ever attcads on Miſery, and 
there is none holds faſt one link of it, 

but. he may juliily fear for to catch a- 
nother. What greater miſery than 
Poetry, which threatens by fiying from 
us, and is a negative Enemy 2? yet by 
induring of it, it becomes light. And 
fince what is not burdenſam to us, but 
hghr muſt nceds pleaſe us, and that a 
tnan 1s never himſelf but when he ex- 
erciſcs his head or heart, which with- 


out dangers he could not do, it 1s evi- * 


dent that we are bcholding to them, 
as the ſ{pitetul] Spurs and dear enter- 
tainments of the life of man. More- 
- oyer man delights in nothing ſo much 
asin Fame, and how can he be more 
| glorious than by ſhewing a ſereni- 
[ Pp. nay _— amid{t ſo many Ene- 
i mics, 
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mies as dargers, are? Or what can be 
more delightful to him, than to ſee 
he is ſo much his own | Maſter, that he 
can defie all catualties, and either 
careleſly contemn them or expect them 
with confidence. What more perni- 
cious to whole Armizs, nay even 1N- 
ſulting Conquerors , then ſecurity ? 
What better means to frighten away 
ſecurities than dangers? which needs 
mult be of a Soveraign vertue , that 
are a4 means to preſerve whole Armies, 
and of a moſt diffuſive fruntul nature, 

that when they appear leaſt they are 
greatelt. 

Beltdes rewards are proportioned 
to dangers; which ſhews (them of a 
worthy. and deſerving nature; and 
therefore many men have been called 
the Saviours of their Country, at one 
time for ſome little performances which. 
if they had done at another time 
would hardly have been noted, and 
nence it 1s that many great Stratage- 
matick Wits have no better ways e1- * 
ther 
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" either for ſtartling their Enemies, or 
retaining their Friends, than by increa. 
ſing the ſhew of their dangers. 

But if the ſhadow and meer repre- 
ſentation of dangers, what is the ſub- 
ſtance and dangerswfhemſelves ; when 
a man's 1n ſafty few regard him many 
may envy him; but falling once into 
danger, tears, commiſeration, relief, 
and. that poſſible from his Enemies 
which 1s the ſweeteſt of all come unto 
him. 

Since we have manifeſted the rare 
uſe and neceſlities of dangers, it will 
not be hard for us, now to ſhew them 
of that gallant and cordiall nature, that 
they cloſely accompany the caſt things 
and imediately flow from our moſt 
apparent happineſs, from which they 
are not more ſeperable than heat from
